Pending U.S. Patent Publication 2005/0209165 (Martiinez etal.) discloses a 
method for making the same alcohol by using borane-methyl sulfide complex, which is 
the different catalyst from the instant application (-)-DIP. 

Fu et al. in a publication "Process for preparing Ezetimibe intermediate by an 
acid enhanced chemo- and enantioselective CBS catalyzed ketone reduction" 
Tetrohedron Letter, (2003), Vol 44 page 801-804 discloses a method for making the 
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same alcohol by using borane-tetrohydrofuran (BTHF) complex, which is the different 
catalyst from the instant application (-)-DIP. 
Therefore, claims 1-13 are allowed.
